A BLAINE VICTORY.

CoL uuns, O., March 11.—The meeting of 
the State Republican Central Committee in 
this city to-day, attended as it was by an un- 


usually large number of representative men 


from every portion of the State, indicates the 
great interest manifested thus early 
in the Presidential campaign. This unusual 
interest is attributed to the fact that 
the Chairman of the State Executive Com- 
mittee attempted to place the working ma- 
chinery of the party in the interest of Secre- 
tary Sherman. The opposition at once 
aroused caused a withdrawal of the call, 
and in the meantime organized so thoroughly 
as to render another move impractica- 
ble, if not dangerous. The meeting 
of the. Committee to-day was the first real 
test of strength between Secretary Sherman 
in his own State and Jim Blaine, of Maine, 
and an uncolored statement of facts neces- 
sarily places Mr. Sherman in a position 
which suggests that he’ has been 
WORSTED ON HIS OWN SOIL. 

After Columbus had been selected as the 
place of holding the Convention, the next 
and important portion of the program was 
agreeing upon the date. It appears in evi- 
dence that Secretary Sherman had written 
his friends here that it was highly im- 
portant to his succgss that the State 
Convention «should be held during 
the present month, and a strong 
effort was made by them to bring this about, 
but the friends of Blaine on the Committee, 
numbering nine, with two others counted as 
Sherman men, bolted against any move which 
indicated such unusual haste, and proposed 
May 5. This, however, was fought against 
by the friends of Sherman, when the Blaine 
men moved that April 28 be the time fixed. 
To this proposition the friends of Sherman 
protested, but, a ballot being taken, the two 
members, the uncertain quantity of the Com-

DEFEATING THE PREARRANGED SCHEME OF

to push the matter through with a hurrah. 
The victory is clearly on the side of Blaine, 
who has gained six weeks more time 
than the Sherman men were  will- 
ing to give. The strength of Senator 
Blaine in the State Committee is a complete 
surprise, it not being anticipated that any 
such strength existed. The two members, 
the uncertain ones, who voted with the 
Blaine portion of the Committee are sus- 
pected of being for Grant, with Bigine as 
second choice. 

Interviews with prominent a from 
various sections develop the fact that the 
strength of Blaine is rapidly increasing, and 
this more especially in localities where the 
peculiar tactics of the Secretary have been 
discovered, these being the appoiritment of 
delegates to the State Convention by 
the County Committees, instead of call- 
ing a meeting of the voters 
of the county and having delegates chosen 
by the people, which is the usual custom.

INDIANAPO! 11.—The ex- 
plosion of the boiler in Lehman, Rosenthal 
& Co.’s flax mill at Frankfort, forty miles 
northwest of this city, ranks all similar oc- 
currences in this part of the State. The men, 
ten in number, had just left their homes 
prepared for the day’s work, and while wait- 
ing for the hour of 7 had seated themselves 
in the boiler-room to keep warm. Suddenly 
there came a terrific expiosion, tearing the 
mill into atoms, s the houses through- 
out the town, and arousing people for miles 
around. When the ‘astonished villagers had 
arrived upon the scene, the remnants of the 
mill were burning, and the mangled corpses 
were lying scattered over the surrounding 
territory, some a distance of 150 yards from 
the boiler-room, 8. L. Bosart, a traveling 
man of this city, who passed through Frank- 
fort a little w after the explosion, says 
the spectacle was one calculated to appal the 
stoutest heart. On every side it was ruin, 
desolation, and misery. The destruction was 
complete. Nota piece of the boiler exceed- 
ing 300 pounds in weight could be found 
anywhere. The brick foundation in 
which the boiler was scattered 
so that scarcely one brick lay 
upon another. Mangled and distorted human 
bodies lay about the fields twenty or thirty 
feet from the boiler-house, one body being 
thrown a distance of 150 yards. 

The people were beside themselves. Men 
were running about apparently unable to 
make up their minds what should be done, 
while women were wild with excitement. 
The wife of one of the employés reported 
killed was thrown into a paroxysm of grief, 
and for atime it was feared she would be- 
come insane. 

A special to the Sentinel of this city says 
the scene beggars all description. The 
bodies were mutilated almost beyond recog- 
nition, and were thrown from fifty to 165 
yards. Their clothes were torn into shreds, 
two of them being entirely stripped. The 
head of one was blown entirely away, and 
no vestige of it could be found.

Tue Argentine Confederation in South 
America has recently framed a new tariff, 
levying a duty of 6 per cent on exports and 
a reasonable tariff on imports.

Whenever the Government deems the valua- 
tion placed en imports by the importer too 
low, or for any other reason, it has the privi- 
lege of taking the goods at the importer’s 
own valuation, paying therefor within forty- 
eight hours after the inspection of the goods.

Tue latest official reports from Washing 
ton show that the tide of foreign immigra- 
tio: into the United States is increasing at an 
enormous rate as compared with last year,— 
the total number arrived at the Port of New 
York during the month of February, 1880, 
being 8,828, against 2,818 in the same month 
of 1879, and the total number arrived at the 
game port in the twelve months to the end of 
February was 147,963, against 82,454 in the 
same time last year. ‘These figures show that 
in the last month the immigration is increas- 
ing at more than double the rate it was a few 
months ago. This great increase is 
doubtless due to the disturbed state of 


nearly equal to the total number from all 
parts of the world in the same month of 1879. 
The people of that part of Europe begin to 
apprehend the probability of being drafted 
into the army, and they prefer to live in a 
country where there is no such thing to fear. 
Besides this is the attraction of the prospect 
of accumulating wealth in the new States of 
the West. But, whatever the cause, it begins 
to be apparent that the year 1880 will witneas 
the largest immigration into the United 
States ever known.

ComMIssiOnER WALLER merits the ap- 
proval of the general public for his letter to 
the City Council on the subject of dredging 
the river. The necessity of almost continu- 
ous dredging in the river is now obvious. 
The Commissioner estimates ‘that a good 
dredge and six scow-boats can be obtained 
for 840,000. With this plant the City Engi- 
neer estimates the work of dredging can be 
executed, including the cost of towage, ata 
cost of 16 cents per cubic yard. This esti- 
mate covers all the distances in the river 
from the dumping-ground. The Commis- 
sioner states that last year the dredging in 
the river cost an average of 36cents per cubic 
yard, and this difference between 36 and 16 
cents per cubic yard on the amount excavat- 
ed equaled $24,988 in one year’s work. Un- 
der these circumstances the Controller 
wisely advises that the City Council make 
the appropriation for the purchase of the 
dredge, and that it will then, at a compara- 
tively reduced cost, be able to render 
much greater and better service than is 
now possible under the contract system. 
The Council has before it an item in the 
appropriations of $25,000 for the purchase of 
a fire-engine boat, to be employed on the 
river. Suppose the Council omit the fire- 
boat, which must be practically useless one- 
half the year, and in danger of being burned 
up, and apply that money fo the purchase of 
a dredge-boat. The river will henceforth 
stand in need always of dredging before and 
during the season of navigation. A dredge 
is wanted pressingly at this time, as, owing 
to the low water in the river and the bars 
that have been deposited during the winter, 
it will be very difficult for many of the yes- 
sels now loaded in the river to get out. The 
nature of the work is such that there can be 
no competition, and the cityis always com- 
pelled to pay such rates as may be demandeil, 
Under these circumstances the Commissioner 
advises as an economical measure that the 
city purchase its own machinery, and accom- 


cost, economizing the cost of the machinery 
in two years’ service, Itis to be hoped the 
Council will approve the recommendation. 


HOW TO MAINTAIN THE MONROE DOC 


TRINE. 

A prominent member of Congress is re- 
ported as saying that there will be consid- 
erable opposition to the resolution reported 
by the Interoceanic Canal Committee, which 
sustains the Monroe doctrine.“ This oppo- 
sition, according to the same authority, will 
be based, not upon any hostility to the Mon- 
roe doctrine itself, but on the ground that 
Congressional reassertion thereof in connec- 
tion with the Isthmus-Canal scheme will be 
tantamount toa declaration of war, which 
the United States Government isin no posi- 
tion to wage against a foreign Power. “Such 
a war would be on the water,“ says this gen- 
tleman, “and we have no navy; we haven’t 
aship that is safe to send to sea with an 
armament and crew; we haven't a gun in our 
navy (except on the monitors, which are not 
seaworthy) that will pierce an ineh iron 
plate.“ It must be confessed that this state- 
ment is a succinct summary of the report on 
the condition of the American navy which 
was recently made by the Naval Committee 
of the House. 

It is clear from this statement of the case 
that the effective way to maintain the Mon- 
roe doctrine is not by Executive messages 
and pronunciamentos nor Congressional 
resolutions, but by placing the American 
navy ina condition that will command the 
respect of fereign Powers who desire to vio- 
late the Monroe doctrine, and assure the de- 
fense of American rights whenever they shall 
be attacked or threatened. The present 
Congress may findin this work an oppor- 
tunity to atone for the general inactivity and 
sluggishness of the present session. If there 
shall be a formidable opposition to the reso- 


| lution giving expression to the Monroe doc- 


trine simply because it will be obviously 
absurd to assert that doctrine in mere 
phrases while the Government is in nowise 
prepared to maintain it, then it will be the 
duty of Congress to devise the ways and 
means of rehabilitating the American navy; 
and Congress, having nothing else before it 
which the Democratic majérity will venture 
to approve, will have no excuse for avoiding 
that duty. 

The way to restore the American navy to 
an effective condition is plain enough. This 
year’s estimates for the support of the naval 
establishment call for $14,500,000, It is man- 
ifest folly to spend this enormous sum of 
money every year to sustain a navy that 
would be utterly imbecile in case of a for- 
eign war. The first step in the way of im- 
proving the American navy would be to fur- 
lough the great majority of the officers and 
middies at half-pay, lay up the obsolete, rot- 
ten, and useless hulks, reduce the current 
expenditures to about $3,000,000 or $4,000 
annually for the next two or three years, 

spend the money thus saved, amounting to 
$10,000,000 or $12,000,000 a year, in the con- 
struction of first-class war-vessels and the 
purchase or construction of modern and ef- 
fective armament, The next step would be 
to sell off to the highest bidder the 
wooden ships and the vast accumulation of 
iron in old-fashioned guns and useless iron- 
clads, and set aside the proceeds for the new 
construction fund, The present ships of the 
American nayy are too slow to escape pur- 
suit and not fast enough to overtake an ene- 
my, like the mangy cur that could not cateh 
the fox nor get away from the wolf.

It is not unlikely that any one of the Great 
Powers of Europe would now treat with 
contempt any menace of an aggressive war 
on the part of the United States in defense 
of American citizens or American principles, 
The skeleton of the American army might 
be rapidly and effectively filled up to 50,000 
or 60,000 men for defense in case of attack, 
but we should be forced to submit over and 
over again to indignities and insults before 
an attack upon a foreign Power on the sea 
would be ventured, If the improvement of 
the navy be postponed till the actual menace 
of a foreign war shall confront the Nation, 
then untold millions will be wasted and 
squandered in hurried preparation, and the 
contractors will reach deeply into the public 
Treasury, and furnish material which, in the 
end, will be no more serviceable than the 
poor stuff now on hand. In the mean- 
time, a foreign naval Power could 
strike the Americans heavy blows upon the 
high seas and at our great seaport cities that 
would cost the country tenfold more than 
the amount of money which, expended ina 
deliberate and judicious manner, would fur- 
nish the Government with a respectable and 
adequate nayal establishment. The best res- 
olution Congress could pass in support of the 
Monroe doctrine would be in the shape of a 
bill providing for the gradual improvement 
of the naval establishment upon the plan that 
has been suggested.

THE SCHOOL APPROPRIATIONS. 

The stump speech of Mr. Duane Doty, 
Superintendent of Publie Schools, in favor 
of magnificent appropriations for new school- 
buildings and sites was an evidence of the 
average intelligence which governs * Board“ 
estimates. The first duty which a Superin- 
tendent or a Board thinks is due to the pub- 
lic is to advise and urge the largest possible 
expenditure of other people’s money in the 
least possible time and for the least possible 
service. Under the inspiration of Doty the 
Board of Education had asked for some 
$1,056,000 to be raised this year by taxation 
for schools. The Finance Committee had ad- 
vised a reduction of this sum to $820,000, 
which, considering it a special tax levy, was 
liberal; but Mr. Doty thinks the reduction is 
a great calamity. He gravely estimates that 
the number of children in the city has 
doubled since 1870, which estimate is not sus- 
tained by the intermediate enumerations, 
and which, if true, would put the total 
population of this city far beyond 
any reasonable expectation. Mr, Doty is 
also much out of the way when he assumes 
that the thousands of children now attending 
private schools and academies, and the 
various parochial schools, do so because of a 
want of room in the public schools. This is 
not warranted by the facts. The public 
schools are mainly occupied by children of 
the infant classes; the grammar divisions are 
thinly attended, the fact being the schools 
are graded to their impoverishment. While 
the infant classes are overrun, the classes 
above the point of bare reading, writing, and 
enumeration are thinly attended. As the 
grades of classes rise, the attendance dwin- 
dies rapidly. Mammoth school-buildings are 
not wanted, nor afe they adapted for thé 
small children who mainly attend Mr. Doty’s 
schools. 

The City Council, while aware that its 
power to tax for schools 1s unlimited, should 
remember that to tax excessively is tyrannous. 
Because the power to tax for general pur- 
poses is Jimited, it does not follow that there- 
fore the tax for schools must be extravagant. 
The school-buildings now in course of eree- 
tion, and those to be built out of the tax of 
1879, as well as those provided for in the 
present ordinance, are enough to exhaust the 
means of a people who have during the last 
three years paid so heavily to rescue the city 
from bankruptcy. The schools belong to the 
public; the taxes to pay for new ones and to 
support them have to be paid by the people; 
it is their money and not Mr. Doty’s money 
that he is asking to be expended, and when 
he says that a failure to levy a school tax for 
less than a million of dollars is disgraceful, 
Mr. Doty forgets that he is a subordinate, 
and not the employer, and that if he is so 
disgusted with the parsimony of Chicago he 
can speedily and easily shake the dust of the 
city from his shoes and seek a more con- 
genial resting-place.

Instead of this, although the election 
may result in a Republican success, 
the present Democratic Congress will hold 
over another year. Elected upon dead and

Rogers terday decided the de- 
ér to the decjaration in the case of The 
Mle for the use of the Town of West Chi- 
cage against Dayid Hallanin, West Town 
Colfsctor, involving the question as to 
whether the Town Collector could take nis 
chore between charging 2 per cent on the 
amgyint collected or of taking the $1,500 al- 
lowed by law to Town Collectors. Hallanin 
3 of the Town of West Chicago 
for he year 1875, and as such collected all 
taxes of that town,—State, city, school, 
and fo wn,—retaining 2 per cent of the amount, 
or $7,814.20, as his fees. The town authori- 
tie&gubsequently brought suit on his official 
bod to recover this amount, claiming he 
e entitled to a compensation of 
$1,500. A demurrer was filed to the declara- 
tio and the question was thus raised as to 
w er the Collector was entitled to this 2 
per cent for his services. 

The Judge, in decid the demurrer, said 
the Revenue law recognized commissions for 
collection, but fixed no amount or percentum 
as such commissions, nor any fees or salary. 
The Township Organization act fixed the 
compensation among others of Town Clerks, 
Supervi Assessors, ete., but not of Town 
Collector, although it created such an office. 
The Fees and Salaries act, in force July 1 
1872, supplied the ‘omission, and providec 
in Sec. 36 that each Tow District Col- 
lector should be al a com- 
mission of 2 — cent on all 
moneys collected by him, prbvided, that 

such commission were / insufficient 
the Board * — increase it by allowing a per 
diem in addition, and also previding that all 
excess of commissions and fes over $1,500 
should be paid into the Town or District 
Treasury, Both those actswere passed at 
the same session of the Legislature, and went 
into effect July 1, 1872. Being of equal force, 
they must, if possible, be construed together. 

But, really, there was no conflict between 

m. Sec. 138 of the Revenue law author- 
ized the Town Collector to deduct his com- 
— before paying over the funds col- 
ected by him, and See: 36 of the Fees and 
Salaries act provided that the amount of 
that compensation should be 2 per cent 
on all moneys collected by him, to 
be paid out of the respective funds 
colleeted by him, and it also found what dis- 

sition he was to make of it,—that is, to pa 
nto the Town or District Treasury all suc 
commissions in excess of $1,500. If Sec. 36 
was repealed by implication, then there was 
in fact no specific compensation allowed by 
law to Town Collectors. But there was no re- 
ar by implication of a former act by a Leg- 
slature when the two could reasonab! 
reconeiled. The Revenue law was a general, 
the Fees and Salaries act a special act. The 
two acts were ‘reconcilable by construing 
them as follows: The warrant should direct 
the Town Collector, after deducting the com- 
pensation to which he might legally en- 
titled, to pay the remainder over, 
pravided that such compensation 
should bea commission of 2 per cent on all 
moneys collected by him, and of which com- 
missions he should retain the sum of $1,500, 
aud pay the excess of such commissions, if 
any, into. the Town Treasury. Secs. 133, 
136, and 167 of the Revenue law conferred no 
title to any certain compensation, and the 
amount was fixed above by Sec. 36 of the 
Fees and Salaries act. ‘The excess over 
$1,500, which wag directed to be paid into the 
Town Treasury, was in no sense a gift to the 
town, or a fee On pay Uist to be retained by 
the Collector. latter was a servant of 
the town, required by law to collect not only 
the taxes by the town for town pur- 
poses, but all other taxes assessed in his 
town for State, county, and city purposes. 

Sec. 36 of.the Fees and Salaries act was 
1 fe- because it was general 
in its terms, and fixed a uniform compensa- 
| 801 for all Town Collegtors. It provided that 
Collectors should receive not over $1,500, to 
be varied when: the commissions did not 
make up $1,500. The remainder beyond the 
$1,400 was to be paid tothe Town Treasury as 
compensation for allowing the Town Pol 
lectpr to collect the city and county taxes. 
Even admit . the assessments to the 
extent of the yer cent on sums collected 
wer illegal sid for an improper 
pumpose, yet ; the Collector could 
not: make an excuse for not 
paygng them over according to the uire- 
memts of an s$ statute. Even if the 
Fees and Salaries, act had been repealed, the 
Collgctor could it hold the amount sued 
tor, Tor if it was illegal there would be no 
law — his campensation, and fie would 
be Hound to paypover all moneys collected 
acedrding to the ms of his bond.

HONOR AMONG THIEVES, 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Superior 
Court by Wilhelmina Clara L. O’Brien, a 
miss 8 years old, by her guardian, against 
Michael C. McDonald, which rakes up some 
of the alfairs of Kid O’Brien, who was 
shot and killed by an officer in September, 
1878. The complainant states that her father, 
William J. O’Brien, died Sept. 16, 1878, a 
minor, leaving his wife, also a minor, and a 
child, the complainant, then 1 year old. In 
August, 1878, O’Brien was in jail in Indiana 
on acharge of felony, and made an ar- 
rangement by which he was to get 
out on payment of $1,500. He then 
sent to Mike McDonald an order by which 
the latter could get access to O’Brien’s box 
in the Fidelity Safe-Depository and obtain 
$1,500 to be sent to him. It is charged that 
McDonaid went to the Safe-Depository and 
took out not only all the money and valua- 
bles it contained, more than $1,500 in value 
or amount, but also the deeds to the follow- 
ing property: Lot 40, Block 2, of Walker & 
Weston’s Subdivision of Block 4, Canal 
Trustees’ Subdivision of the N. W. if of Sec.

TAX CASE DECIDED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune | 
SPRINGFIELD, III., March 11.—There was 
to-day filed in the Clerk’s office the opinion 
of the Supreme Court in the case of Anton 
Binkert, appellant, vs. Frederick G. Jansen 
et al. The appeal is known as the Quincy 
tax case. The opinion, which is written by 


} Justice Scott, first contains a statement of 
the case, substantially as follows: The ques- 


tions involved in this case have reference to 
taxes levied by the City of Quincy for the 
year 1878, and came before this Court by 
stipulation as on error. The bill was 
filed by property-owners of Quincey 
against Binkert, the Collector, to enjoin 
the collection of taxes in excess of $1.03 on 
$100, which is the amount allowed by the 
different provisions of the city charter, the 
authorities having attempted to levy its taxes 
for 1878 under the General Revenue law. 
The bil! is framed on the theory that all taxes 
by the City of Quincy for the year 1878, in ex- 
cess of $1.03 on each $100 worth of property, 
estimating the same at the assessment value, is 
without warrant of law, and is, therefore, vpid, 
and complainants, having paid all taxes that 
the city could legally levy for any purpose 
upon their property, bring this bill to enjoin 
its excess. The questions made arise on de- 
murrer to the bill; consequently there can 
be no disagreement as to the facts. The City 
of Quincy was incorporated under a spetial 
charter in 1840, and has never since then be- 
come incorporated under any general law. 
Prior to the adoption of the present Constitu- 
tion numerous amendments to the special 
charter were adopted. Counsel for the city 
seek to maintain these propositions: | 
First—That under the act of 1877 the city 
has power to levy taxes sufficient to raise the 


amounts legally appropriated by the City 
uncil, without regard to prior limitations 
tained in the charter. 

Second—That if the city is held to be gov- 
erned in respect to taxation by special laws, 
still it was autherized by these laws to levy a 
higher rate than $1.08.

It was expressly de- 
cided in Edwards vs. The People, 88 IIIinpis, 
that the section of the General Revenue 
law cited did not repeal a provision in the 
charter of the City of Springfield which pro- 
hibits the city from levying a tax exceeding 
per cent. As.to the rate to be levied, the 
corporate authorities were to be controlled 
by the charter. 

The question most elaborately argued igs as 
to the effect of the act of 1877. The argu- 
ment is that this act, by reference to the act 
of 1872, gives to cities and villages not acting 
under the general law the same power to levy 
taxes to raise the amounts appropriated by 
ordinance that cities and villages under that 

and that the repealing clause of 
1877 removes all limitations 
imposed by the charter and all special 
laws affecting city taxes. We en- 
not concur in this construction. 
Reading the whole act together as 
we should do, it has reference only to the 
mode or manner of assessing and collecting 
municipal taxes, and has no relation to the 
rates of taxation. That being its meaning, it 
is not inconsistent with the charter and 
special laws affecting the city which impose 
limitations as to the rate of taxation beyund 
which the city may not 3 and therefore 
does not operate as a repeal of sueh limita- 
tions. Connecting the new provisions to- 
gether. as is done, it is obvious it was the 
intention of the Legislature.to provide a uni- 
form mede for assessing and ‘collecting mu- 
nicipal taxes without regard to the rates of 
taxation. 

In considering the second proposition su 
mitted, the Court at some length discusses 
the construction of the act of 1868, amendin 
the the several acts relating to the City! o 
Quincy in regard to collection of revente, 
concluding as follows: “ After a careful con- 
sideration we are led to the conclusion that 
the act of 1868 fixes the limit of taxation upon 
real and personal property at $1.03 upon egen 
$100 of the assessed value of such property, 
for all purposes, and this includes taxes 
for interest and sinking fund other 
than the interest on registered bonfls, 
which is provided for in another 
way. It may be said this construction will 
greatly inconvenience the city in cutting off 
needed revenues. That may be, but the 
Court cannot furnish the remedy by con- 
struction. A remedy is within the reach of 
the people by adopting the general incorpo- 
ration act under which "taxes sufficient to 
raise such amounts as can be legally appro- 
priated can be levied. All taxes levied for 
the year 1878 above $1.08 on each $100 of t 
agsessed value of real and personal property 
within the city, being without authority of 
law, is void, and équity has jurisdiction to 
enjoin the collection of the same, as was done.

There were 556 families who received 
aid once, 516 who received aid twice, and 
1.205 who received aid three times during the 
quarter. Of the total of 2,277 recipients, 1,415 re- 
sided in the West, 443 on the North, and 419 in the 
South Division. There were American 
families, 57 Bohemians, 18 colored Americans, 33 
Canadians, 84 English, 25 French, 510 Germans, 
980 Irish, 14 Italians, 52 Polish, 216 Scandinavians 
15 Scoteb, 4each of Belgians and W and 
9 Holianders in receipt of relief, During the 
quarter 416 hospital orders were issued, Ameri- 
cans receiving 139, German 70, Irish and 
Scandivavians 32; and 99 persons were bu ut 
the county's expense. The large majority of 
these were returned as Americans, but 3 were 
very young Americans, indeed, doserted walt 
sent to the Foundlings’ Home to die.

Groceries were in fair re- 
quest, and were without important fluctuations 
in values, though coffees and sugars were again 
reported easy. Dried fruits were moving fairly, 
and imported varieties ruled firm, raisins beirg 
higher. Fish were quoted firm, with no im- 
portant change in values. There was a liberal 
movement in butter at sustained prices. Cheese 
was quoted quiet and easy. Dealers in bagging 
were very firm in their views, anticipating an 
advance. Oils were quiet, with carbon and lard 
quoted easy. Turpentine and linseed were firm. 

The demand for lumber continues fair. No 
change in prices is reported. Hardware and 
nails were selling freely to the country at pre- 
vious prices. Iron was quoted easy in sympathy 
with other markets, where, it is understood, 
some lots held by speculators have been offered 
at a reduction from published rates. No change 
is made in local prices. Wool was firm, the 
Western orders being numerous, and supplies 
are light here and in other cities. Seeds were 
rather quiet and not particularly changed, 
though sales of timothy were reported late at 
slightly shaded prices. Hides continue active 
and firm. Hay was slow, shippers being scarce, 
and the supply seems to exceed local wants.

W hile the inspection rules do not provide 
that No. 3 wheat shall be sound, they do specify 
that wheat possessing. certain specified (un- 
sound) qualities shall’ be graded as rejected. 
The inference that NO. 3 should be sound is 
probably a fair one, and the writer did not in- 
tend to insinuate otherwise in this column yes- 
terday. But the fact remains that op our two 
last crops the No. 2 has been severely let alone 
by millers and shippefs, except as they could 
buy it on track or otherwise at a discount from 
gore rates. True, it N claimed that the No. 2 
was let alone because it was held above its le- 
gitimate value, but it would not be more unfair 
to assert that the No. 3 was bought because it 
could be purchased bdow its relative value as 
referred to No.2. The result has beena per- 
sistent falsehood in the nomfhal relation of our 
prices to those of Western Europe. These quo- 
tations from Liverpool are supposed to repre- 
sent actual transactions in No.2, when not a 
bushel of our No.2 reaches that market for 
months together. There is thus almost always a 
big figure to the “ disfavor” of shipments, when 
people in the trade know well enough that the 
market here is seldom very far away from a 
shipping basis during the season of navigation. 
We do not remember a single bushel of our No. 
2 spring wheat to have been taken for export 
during the last three and a half months, but the 
No. 3 has been taken about as rapidly as it came 
in. That is, as we said yesterday, the No. 2 has 
become a fancy grade, apparently for ornament 
rather than for use. It would seem to be sheer 
folly on the part of Englishmen to keep point- 
ing their fingers at the big stocks of No. 2 wheat 
here. They might just as well talk about the 
stock of tigers in India in this connection. They 
would seem to have about as much use for one 
as the other. 

There are rumors to the effect that most of 
the vessel- room in our harbor is under charter, 
but that many of the vessels will not be loaded 
for some weeks yet. It is thought that they are 
held by parties who are interested in keeping 
grain back for the present; but of this there is 
no proof. 

The proposed shutting down upon full reports 
of produce exported would be a big stride in the 
interest of the monopolists. They would be able 
to control prices much wore effectually than 
they do now. Only one thing would remain. 
They could not make people trade with them; 
and the result might be such a loss of confidence 
as would be serious. Some such conditions have 
existed in the pork crowd here, but have done 
no good to the exclusionista in the long run. 

Our reporter saw yesterday the documents re- 
ferring to a shipment of two car-loads of bran, 
which are extremely interesting. The lots con- 
tained 24,500 and 24,060 Bs, respectively. The 
shipper was notified to take away all above 42,- 
000 bs, as only 21,000 Bs could be taken in each 
car; but the carrier charged freight on 48,000 
Ds, and the shipper actually paid $17.29 on prop- 
erty delivered to the carrier and refused on the 
ground that it could not be carried. 

The Toronto Monetary Times reports a bright 
outlook for lumber in Canada. It says consid- 
erabie lumber has lately been purchased for the 
United States, and the indications are that Great 
Britain will take a good many deals this year. 
One house sold lately at $104, $68, and $37.50 for 
first, second, and third quality, respectively. It 
is estimated that the leading Canadian lumber- 
ing districts will furnigh 1,377,500,000 ft this sea- 
son. 

Letters received here from different sections 
of Indiana all say the winter wheat isin excel- 
lent condition, and in some counties the crop 
promises to be fully 2 per cent larger than 
heretofore,

warrant of 160 acres as a free gift, which could 
be located on the best lands in the United States

lent land then pen to location in all the States 
west of Ohio in Worth, and Virginia and the 
Carolinasin the South. Tens of thousands of 
these volunteers located their warrants and have 


held their farms under them from that time unr 
til now, if they are yet living. Our correspond, 
ent forgets another thing: that the taxpayers of 
the country furnished all the money, means, 
and material of war required for the conquest 
of the acquired territory, including transporta- 
tion and pay of the vohinteers from the place of 
enlistment to the seat of war, and back to theit

In writing even a two-column sketch of a 
great man I suppose it is essential that one 
should begin at the birth of the individual 
celebrated, although, in a life so active as 
Mr. Blaine’s has been, to do this is to record 
commonplace information, while important 
occurrences may be displaced. I did not 
happen to be in Washington County, Penn- 
sylvania, on Jan. 31, 1830, when Mr. Blaine 
was born, and it was not my fortune to be a 
playmate, schoolmate, or collegemate of his; 
but from “reliable sources,” as the newspa- 
per-men say, I am enabled to state that Mr. 
Blaine’s boyhood was much like other men’s. 
He had the same troubles, the same quarrels, 
the same successes, the same youthful sor- 
rows, the same disappointments. It is only 
phenomenal men who have no childhood, 
with the stone-bruises, the chapped hands, 
and the bloody noses of the country- 
boy. I believe Mr. Blaine (although 
it makes not the slightest difference 
with the man) comes from the fine old Revolu- 
tionary stock; that his great-grandfather was 
a Colonel in the Pennsylvania Line in the 
Revolutionary War; that he lived in the 
grand Cumberland Valley whose golden fields 
of grain and bright-green meadows charm 
all beholders to the present day; that the 
Blaine family is still well remembered in the 
lovely village ef Carlisle; that Col. Blaine 
was the intimate friend of Gen. Washington 
(or at least as intimate as that old aristocrat 
ever allowed a friend to be); that he was 
Commissary-General of the Northern De- 
partment of Washington’s army; that he ad- 
vanced from hisown means, and from con- 
tributions obtained by him from his friends, 
large sums of money toward purchasing sup- 
plies for the army during that terrible winter 
at Valley Forge; that Wash n attributed 
the preservation of his troops from absolute 
starvation to the heroic and self-sacrificing 
efforts of Col. Blaine,—these are facts, I be- 
lieve, susceptible of proof. But Col. Blaine 
is not a idate for the Presidency, and 
his grandson is. Mr. Blaine gets his middle 
name (Gillespie) from maternal 
per r, a pioneer of distinction in

To the new boys and young Freshmen 
Blaine was always a hero, To them he was 
uniformly mind, Over, ready to assist and ad- 
vise them. and fo make smooth and os 
their initiation into college life. His hand- 
some person and neat attire, his ready sympa- 
thy and prompt assistance, his frank, gener- 
ous nature, and bis brave, manly bearing, 
made him the best known, the best loved, 
and the most popular boy at college. He 
was the arbiter among younger boys in all 
their disputes, and the authority with those 
of hisown age on all questions. He was 
always for “the under dog in the fight.” 
Like most college boys, he had his sobri- 
quet. Owing to the fact that he was pos- 
sessed of a somewhat prominent, though 
shapeless proboscis, he received the appella- 
tion of Nosey Blaine,” which clung to him 
all through his college life. His was one of 
those noses phat would have been the pride 
and admiration of 1 I., and would 
doubtless have ranked high and gained great 
glory among the other prominent noses 
whose owners were selected by Napoleon to 
form the shining ranks of his favorit Gen- 
erals, as a prominent nose was considered by 
him as a true indication of genius and 
courage. After the usual term of college he 
graduated with distinguished honor, and 
carried with him into the world the en <a 
affection of all those who knew him an 
with whom he was associated in his Alma 


Mater. 
CARVING HIS OWN FUTURE. 

From this point in life Mr. Blaine began to 
carve out his own future. In those days the 
roung college-graduate did not loaf about 
— a village-beau, smoking cigarets and 
devoting most of his time to his hair,—at 
least Blaine didn’t. He struck out at once 
to seek his fortune. It was a very:lucky 
strike for him, for, if he had not struck out 
as he did, and had not gone to Kentucky and 
had not located near Millersburg, he might 
never have met Miss Harriet Stanwood,—a 
woman who will “do him good, and not evil, 
all the as of his life.” But of this again. 

Mr. Blaine, after he left college, went to 
Blue Lick Springs, Ky., and became one of 
the Professors in the Western Military Insti- 
tute. In this school there were about 450 
boys. A gentleman now living in Wash- 
ington (who was also, by the way, an offi- 
cer in the Rebel service) was a student in 
this school. He well remembers Blaine; 
and describes him as a thin, handsome, 
earnest young man, with the same fascinat- 
ing manners he has now. He was very pop- 
ular with the boys, who trusted him and 
made friends with him from the first. He 
knew the given names of every one, and he 
knew their shortcomings — their strong

Blaine, after 
an experience of a year or two, discovered 
that he was not born to be a school-téacher ;: 
and he returned to Pennsylvania and studied 
law, but never practiced it. In 1858 he re- 
moved to Maine, and there began a career 
that has made him to-day the most talked off 
and the most popular man in the country. 

BLAINE AS AN EDITOR. 

It was in Portland that Mr. Blaine first be- 
came an editor. I have often thought that a 
great editor—as great perhaps as Mr. Gree- 
ley—was lost when Mr, Blaine went into 
politics. He possesses all the qualities of a
